‘The caré of roads is\one of the most 
important responsibilities of the Teri- 
torial government and the one 
garding which they havi) to stand most

This necessity was met to some ex- 
tent in the early days before setile- 
ment became close, by the survey and 
Setung apart of 4d trails as high- 
But now that settlement has 
increased and farms are being general- 
ly fenced in districts where there never 
were any old trails, something more 
is required. Means must be found’ to 
bring the road allowances into yse by 
carrying them around obstructions 
which cannot be overcome.

in Southern Alberta the foothills of 
the, Rockies occupy a large part of the 
district. In ghese foothills settlement 
is increasing rapidly. As a square sur- 
vey was net included in the! plan:of the 
Creator when designingsshat region, it 
is) safe to say that there is hardly a 
road allowance in all the footbil!l coun- 
try that is or can be made passable for 
ten miles at a etretch.

In Northern Alberta the settlement 
is, chiefly in devel, partly ,;wooded coun-s 
jry. In dry seasons the roads are 
fairly passable in ai! directions if the 
woods on the road ailowances are clear- 
ed out. During past dry seasons set- 
tlers occupied lands and put up fences, 
and road improvements were made ac- 
cording to the condition of the country 
was then. But the wet of the 
jast and present seasons has changed 
the whole condition of affairs in re- 
gard to roads and there are; hundreds 
off miles of road allowances in North- 
ern Alberta absolutely impassable to- 
day which were eyaal to the best city 
pavements three years ago. } 

Under these circumstances to 
upon the Northwest government 
make good roads everywhere on the 
road allowance is to ask for au im- 
possibility and for something that in 
the present condition of the country 
would not! be sound puslic policy, even 
if it were possible. There are many 
bad places on road allowances where 
travel is light that would cost as, muchi 
tof make good as miles’ of the - main 
trails where the travel is heavy. It 
would bel poor policy, to rob the main 
trails and the heavy travel for the 
sake of side trails where there is little 
travel. And yet even the side roads 
must be kept open if possible for the 
nccommodation of settlers. 


The Northwest government ~- dealt 
with, the road matter at the last ses- 
sion of the assembly, and it was}on this 
question that the opposition made its 
strongest stand against the govern- 
ment policy. Hitherto the government 
has been greatly hampered in its ef- 
forts at carrying the road allowances 
around obstacles by the condition of 
the Jaw regarding ( expropriation. 
The proceedings were so expensive 
and the time occupied so great that 
with the tremendeous requirements of 
the past and present season matters 
were in a dead tock. To get over the 
difficulty legisiation was introduced 
to vest in the Territorial! - commis- 
sioner of public works the rightf ta 
take any land that might be found 
necessary for the continuation of a 
road around some obstacle without 
further proceedings than are involved 
in the survey, and making out - the 
necessary documents, Compensation 
is to be fixed by the commissioner, and 
from his decision there is no appeal. 

The opposition admitted the neces- 
sily of a more summary procedure for 
acquiring right of way around ob- 
stacles than was provided by the gen- 
eral expropriation law, but took their 
stand on the inherent right of the indi- 
vidual to go to the court om the quest- 
fon of compensation. ‘No doubt a 
very fine theoretical argument can 
bea built up in favor of this contentidn. 
But on the other hand there is a good 
deal to be said in favor of the position 
taken by the government, considered 
from a practical point of view. In the 
first place it is mot at all certain 
that the nght of appeal to the couris 
isan unmixed blessing:,nor is it of uni- 
versal application under the gen- 
eral law.

THE TRACKMEN’S STRIKE. 

The! trackmen on the C. & E., went 

out on Wednesday. This completes the 


strike over the whole C. P. R. system. 


In Eastern Canada and British Col- 
complete. 


will remain. The dispute is over a 
matter of 25 centsa day. For a num- 
ber of years the wages of trackmen/on 
the C. P.,.R. has been $125,a day. With 
the increase mm cost of living coming 
with the increased prices of the past 
few years has come an increase of 
wages to all classes of railway employ- 
ees except the trackmen. They think 
they too are entitled to an increase 
and they have demanded $1.50 a day, 
which the company refuses to give. 
It is believed that the trackmem are 
being supported in their demand by 
other branches bf the employees. 
Although getting the smallest wages, 
the trackmen’s work is not less necess- 
ary to the welfare of the roads and their 
patrons. They are the men who see 
thatj the: track is kept in, good condit- 
ion, that broken or damaged rails are 
replaced, that unsound-ties are replac+ 
ed, that depressions are levelled up 
and washouts repsired. On the 
care and skili exercised in these 
apparently trifling matters the sec- 
urity of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars worth of property and hundreds 
of lives depends. The work is altor 
gether that of common laborers,bvut the 
care and judgment exercised must be 
of| the highest order. In other words 
the, foremen are the key of the situat- 


ion. The laborers may be _ replaced 
with any other laborers but the fore- 


men can only be replaced with men 
who thoroughly understand the work 
and who are of the most reliable char- 
aeter. If the company undertakes to 
run its trains without the tracks re- 
ceiving proper supervision it will be 
risking the lives and properiy of its 
patrons, therefore if it cannot readily 
replace the foremen tt cannot afford to 
prolong the strike. ' | 


THE TARIFF. 

The public will remember that the 
attack upon the tariff policy of the 
present government during the latte 
elections was in the west because they 
had not reduced the tariff and ‘in 
the east because they had reduced it.

lf the crop turms out well, there will 
be a larger demand there than ever 
before, for the state of the wheat’ sup- 
ply and wheat crop in Europe pretty 
well insures at least the maintenance 
of present prices. But the manufac- 
turers and importers of Eastern Can- 
ada must remember that the conditions 
of the Manitoba trade sre not what 
they were. The great mass of the 
farmers have prospered sufficiently to 
be independent. They are not beholden, 
as they once were, to Ontario houses 
for credit. Further, there has been a 
reduction to the tariff. In short, the 
manufacturers and traders of Eastern 
Canada, havel now, to cope ‘with United 
States competition. They must there- 
fore become more active, and they have 
tol lowerr their prices to hold their 
trade.” , ; h
